A piece o f suet is also fin e fo r them 
if tied do wn o r placed un der a wire mesh to pre­ 
v en t an imals fro m carry in g it o ff. The birds also 
sho uld hav e grit to help them digest their fo o d, 
a small pile o f grav el is excellen t. 
The birds will so o n learn who are» their frien ds 
an d co me to get the fo o d that is placed fo r them 
each day . 
Few if an y , liv in g thin gs are so useful an d in ­ 
terestin g to civ ilized man as are the birds. Their 
impo rtan ce sho uld n o t be un derestimated. Do n ’t 
let them starv e this win ter thro ugh tho ughtless­ 
n ess. It will take o n ly a bit o f time an d effo rt 
to help feed them. 


A FALSE CLAIM 
A Bo sto n en gin eer writes Presiden t Ho o v er 
urgin g him n o t to fo rget, when pay men t o f the 
war debts is up fo r co n sideratio n , that the allied 
n atio n s hav e a “mo ral co un ter claim” because 
o f the great n umber o f their so ldiers that were 
killed befo re the American army was ready to 
take its place o n the firin g lin e again st German y . 
Because this is an argumen t which sen tim en t­ 
alists o n bo th sides o f the water hav e been usin g 
freely fo r mo re than a decade, it might just as 
well be giv en a little clo se examin atio n . 
It sets fo rth the thesis th at this n atio n was 
culpably un prepared to do its part in the war 
an d that, in co n sequen ce, it had to rely o n the 
effo rts o f the En glish an d the Fren ch un til it 
co uld get its army train ed an d tran spo rted o v er­ 
seas. The military elicits o f tho se n atio n s, ac­ 
co rdin g to this thesis, co un terbalan ce the mo n ey 
bo rro wed by their go v ern men ts fro m America. 
As a result, we hav e n o right to ask fo r o ur 
mo n ey n o w. The debts were paid by tho usan ds 
o f dead En glish an d Fren ch so ldiers. 
That is a v ery pretty way o f lo o kin g at thin gs, 
but it hardly stan ds an aly sis. 
Such a v iew assumes that the war was really 
o ur war fro m the begin n in g an d that we o ught 
to hav e been in it fro m the first. It disco un ts 
the fact th at o ur actual military effo rt was far 
greater than an y o n e o utside o f America expected 
it wo uld be when we fin ally did en ter the war. 
It utterly ign o res the steadily gro win g American 
suspicio n that we might better hav e stay ed o ut 
o f the war en tirely . 
It tries, in fact, to tran spo rt us back to the 
day s o f 1917 when a clo udy sen timen t po ssessed 
o ur min ds, when we lo o ked upo n German s as 
fien ds in carn ate an d when it was po ssible fo r 
us to see in Fran ce an d En glan d the hero ic an d 
un selfish sav io rs o f civ ilizatio n . 
We do n ’t feel n o w as we did then . We hav e 
learn ed to o much abo ut the o rigin s o f the war; 
we hav e seen to o much o f its co n sequen ces. 
There are a lo t o f weighty argumen ts fo r re­ 
v isio n o f the war debts. 
This o n e, ho wev er, 
which tries to balan ce v an ished American do l­ 
lars again st dead To mmies an d Po ilus, isn ’t o n e 
o f them.

An o rdinance was passed by 
the co u ncil am ending the o rdin­ 
ance fix ing the pay o f city fire­ 
men, du e to the redu ctio n in sal­ 
aries. The wage scale, as ado pt­ 
ed will start new firem en at $8 4 
a m o nth, increasing to $8 9 at 
the end o f six m o nths, and then 
the max imu m at $9 4 a t the end 
o f the y ear. The present scale 
is $9 0, $95 and $100. The salary

$3. 
With the matter o f salaries

o ther
